was ever before made. And while his | 
subjection will be thus manifested, there | 
will, at the same time, be an equally clear | 
manifestation, that ‘* God is all in all.”’ It 
is worthy of remark, that the apostle here | 
varies his phraseology. He had spoken of | 
this kingdom as being delivered up to the | 
Father ; but he now uses the term Theos, | 
God ; by which I understand him to mean | 
the same as Theiolees, the Divinity or God - | 
head, without any particular reference to | 
that mysterious and ineffable distinction, | 
which subsists in the Divine Nature. And | 
though it is an undoubted truth, that the 

Godhead has forever been all in all, yet) 


truth will be much more clearly displayed 
after, than before, Christ delivers up the 
kingdom. And the very nature of the 
case compels us te understand this, as the 
idea which the Apostle designed to com. 
municate. If we would not charge him 
with contradicting the plainest dictates of 
reason and scripture, we must suppose 
that when he says, ‘‘ that God may be all 
in all,” his meaning is, that God may ap- 
pear, or may be manifested, to be all in

REMARKS. 

1. The text, if rightly explained, 
stead of supporting, disproves the system 
of those, who deny the Divinity of Christ.

Conversation with the principal Jews of 


The hatred of Christianity is a great 
deal less among the Jews here and at Bag- 
dad, than in any other place F have yet 
seen, and the way ie quite open among 
jthem for a missionary to be stationed 
jhere. I really do not know a single place 
in Mesopotomia, where a Missionary 
could better labour, without interruption, 
than in these two places ; more particu- 
larly, as Capt. Taylor, the East India 
Company’s resident for this part of the 
country, would afford protection and as- 
sistance, 

I must mention, in regard to the con- 
cerns of the British and Foreign School 
Society, that I showed Capt. Taylor the 
letter which was addressed to me by the 
Secretary of the Society, expressing awish 
that | should try to establish a school, ac- 
cording to their system, in this country. 
Captain T. was much interested, and he 
said that an Armenian youth, either from 
this place or from Persia, might be sent 
to England to learn the system, and then 
return back here, and that both Christian 
and Jewish parents would be most anxious 
to send their children te be taught by him. 
If the project of the establishment of a 
college at Aleppo could be brought to 
hear, some one from Aleppo might be sent 
hither to carry on the work of civilization 
and religion in this place ; and light might 
ve spread abroad, from the Tigris to the 
uttermost parts of Persia; for Persian 
Christians would be glad to send their 
children to this place. 


Latest from Mr. Wolf.—A Postscript to 
the London Jewish Expositor for July, 
contains accounts from Mr. Wolf, dated at 
sushire, Nov. 18th, 1824, from which it 
appears that all his recent labours in the 
vicinity of the Persian Gulph have been 
attended with much success.
